Z. of His nature, which looked forward with an agony of terror to bearing the 

displeasure of God. 

The 'human ' cried, * If it be possible, let this cup pass ! ' The ' Divir? ' 
said, * Not My will but Thine, be done ! ' The bodily suffering did not dismay 
po Him, but to bear our sins He must also bear God's anger at sin, or the sacrifice 

would be of no avail. 

Therefore the moment when He cried, ' My God, why hast Thou forsaken 
Me ? ' was the supreme moment when the Atonement was complete, and our 
redemption made sure. 

Having accomplished this, He breathed the words, * It is finished ! ' and 

was received back into His Father's arms and His Father's love.
